Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area. 

The  district  is  of  wide  extent  comprising  no  less  than  36 
parishes.  It  is  intersected  throughout  by  valleys  and  rapidly 
running  streams,  which  find  their  way  to  the  sea  through  the 
northern  portion  of  the  district,  which  borders  on  the  Bristol 
Channel.  There  are  many  villages  some  of  large  size  which 
have  a considerablv  increased  population  during  the  summer 
months  owing  to  their  popularity  as  seaside  resorts,  eg.  : Croyde, 
Saunton,  Morte  Hoe,  Woolacombe,  Instow,  &c.  There  are 
others  such  as  Braunton,  Challacombe,  Bratton  and  Ashford, 
which  also  have  an  increased  population  during  the  summer 
season.

Social  Conditions. 

The  district  is  almost  entirely  an  agricultural  one.  Those 
parishes  which  have  a coastal  border  are  naturally  engaged  to 
some  extent  in  the  fishing  industry,  eg.  : Combemartin  and 
Instow  in  paiticular  ; but  the  main  occupation  is  that  of  farming. 

The  social  conditions  of  the  general  population  is  satis- 
factory ; the  general  standard  of  comfort  amongst  the  labouring 
class  has  undoubtedly  improved  during  the  last  few  years. 


There  is  nothing  unusual  to  comment  upon  in  regard  to 
any  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  which  may  have  arisen 
during  the  last  five  years  ; nor  do  the  occupations  or  environ- 
ment appear  to  have  had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health  other 
than  that  which  may  be  expected  to  arise  in  such  conditions. 

A further  improvement  in  the  general  health  can  be  assured 
when  some  of  the  old  cottage  property,  which  is  still  in  existence 
throughout  the  district,  is  replaced  by  modern  and  sanitary 
dwellings.  When  this  is  accomplished  Tuberculosis  will  show 
a further  and  more  rapid  diminution.

Hospitals  available  for  the  District. 

1.  Tuberculosis.

(c)  North  Devon  Convalescent  Home  at  Lynton 
for  chronic  surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children.

2.  Maternity. 

It  is  hoped  that  a maternity  department  will  be 
opened  in  the  North  Devon  Infirmary  within  the 
next  few  weeks. 

3.  Fever. 

There  is  no  Hospital  accomodation  for  Infectious 
Disease. 

4.  Smallpox. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  Devon  County 
Council  to  receive  and  treat  any  cases  of  this 
Disease  that  may  arise  in  North  Devon. 

5.  General. 

The  North  Devon  Infirmary,  which  was  instituted 
a hundred  years  ago,  has  accomodation  for  80  beds. 
It  is  equipped  as  a modern  Hospital  and  has  a 
complete  up-to-date  X-ray  plant. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  situated  in  Castle  Street,  Barn- 
staple, and  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  Swann,  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  Venereal  Clinic  is  also  in  Castle  Street  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  Dr.  H.  C.  Jonas. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

These  consist  of  (1)  a part  time  Medical  Officer  (2)  two 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  several  parishes  now  where  District  Nurses  are 
engaged.  They  are  provided  for  by  local  subscription  and 
support.  No  contribution  is  made  by  the  Authority. 


Midwive*. 


There  are  sixteen  Midwives  working  in  the  district.  They 
are  practising  in  the  following  parishes  : — Loxhore,  Croyde, 
Georgeham,  Braunton,  Parracombe,  Brayford,  Instow, 
Newton  Tracey,  Fremington,  Combemartin,  Woolaconibe, 
Bishop’s  Tawton  and  Tawstock.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

The  following  villages  have  excellent  water  supplies  : — 
Braunton,  Woolacombe,  Morthoe,  Countisbury,  Swim- 
bridge,  Bishop’s  Tawton,  Fremington  and  Instow — the  la3t 
three  being  supplied  by  the  Barnstaple  Water  Company. 
A few  of  the  smaller  villages  and  hamlets  such  as  Knowle, 
Berrynarbor,  Saunton  and  Westleigh  have  satisfactory 
public  supplies.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  entirely 
dependent  upon  public  and  private  wells.  These  supplies 
are  frequently  inspected  by  your  officers. 


The  Combemai  tin  Water  Supply  is  still  a source  of  difficulty 
and  as  yet,  apparently,  no  satisfactory  solution  has  been 
found.  This  has  become  an  urgent  need  if  the  village  is 
to  continue  to  receive  its  usual  increased  summer  population. 
No  disease  has  been  traced  now  for  several  years  to  the 
presence  of  lead  or  of  any  pollution  in  the  drinking  water 
of  the  area. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  tidal  rivers  Taw  and  Torridge  receive  direct  and  un- 
treated the  crude  sewerage  from  the  Villages  of  Westleigh, 
Instow,  Braunton,  Fremington  and  Bishop’s  Tawton. 
Certain  Villages  discharge  direct  into  the  sea,  eg .,  Morthoe 
at  North  Morte  ; Woolacombe  ; Braunton  at  Vellator  ; 
Combe  Martin  and  Countisbury.  At  Saunton  the  sewerage 
is  retained  in  a large  receiving  tank  and  is  released  on  the 
ebb  tide.  A portion  is  received  and  disposed  of  by  a 
septic  tank. 

It  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  pollution  of  streams  in  some  parts 
of  the  district  where  small  hamlets  and  groups  of  cottages 
are  concerned.  Landkey  is  an  instance. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Complaints  during  the  year  have  been  received  with  regard 
to  the  drainage  of  Berrynarbor,  Croyde  and  Woolacombe. 
A public  enquiry  with  regard  to  the  drainage  of  Berry- 
narbor by  an  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  was  held 
early  in  1 926,  and  important  suggestions  have  been  made 
which  will,  without  doubt,  lead  to  considerable  improve- 
ment. The  Woolacombe  system  has  broken  down  upon 
various  occasions  during  the  year.  The  chief  fault  lies  with 
the  situation  of  the  outfall  of  the  sewer,  which  is  liable  to 
be  excluded  by  sand,  the  result  being  an  escape  of  sewage 
through  pressure  at  the  joints  of  the  sewer.  Up  to  the 
present  the  sewer  has  been  vested  in  private  ownership. 
This  is  an  urgent  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  board. 

Several  other  drainage  schemes,  notably  Braunton  and 
Parracombe,  receive  careful  supervision  from  your  Sanitary 
officers.  At  times  these  are  liable  to  be  of  considerable 
annoyance. 

Some  Villages  have  small  systems  which  irrigate  over  land, 
eg.  : Georgeham  and  West  Down. 


Closet  Accommodation!. 


In  a scattered  rural  district  such  as  this  earth  closets  are 
by  far  the  most  satisfactory  means  for  the  disposal  of  ex- 
cremental  matter,  where  it  is  impossible  to  introduce  the 
water  closet  system.  It  is  essential,  however,  that  they 
should  receive  proper  attention  and  supervision. 

Wherever  possible  the  introduction  of  the  water  closet 
system  has  been  encouraged  and  every  effort  made  to  do 
away  with  the  treacherous  and  offensive  privy  midden. 

Scavenging. 

Braunton,  Combemartin,  Countisbury,  Morthoe,  Instow 
and  Swimbridge  have  adopted  a system  of  public  scavenging. 
In  other  cases  household  refuse  and  excreta  are  either 
buried  or  burnt. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY 
INSPECTOR  FOR  1925.

Gentlemen, 

As  your  Sanitary  Inspector  I beg  to  present  my  Annual 
Report. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Water  Supply. 

The  springs,  wells  and  intakes  of  the  numerous  water 
supply  systems  of  the  District  have  been  inspected,  and  are  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year,  four  wells  were  cleaned  out,  sixteen 
repaired  and  fifteen  new  wells  were  sunk. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  sewerage  system  of  Braunton,  Fremington,  Bishop’s 
Tawton,  Westleigh,  Instow,  Combe  Martin,  Countisbury  and 
Morthoe  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  are  working  well, 
with  a couple  of  exceptions  which  are  mentioned  later  in  my 
report. 

Saunton  sewage  is  disposed  of  partly  by  septic  tank  (on 
the  Burrows)  and  part  goes  direct  to  sea.  This  tank  is  work- 
ing satisfactory  at  present,  but  requires  continuous  watching,  or 
a nuisance  may  arise  at  its  outfall  in  the  Burrows. 

Croyde  has  several  houses  that  discharge  their  Cess  Pits 
and  etc.  (at  intervals)  direct  into  the  sea,  and  nuisances  are 
liable  to  arise. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  arrangements  are  not  generally  satisfactory.  In 
addition  to  those  mentioned  under  the  previous  heading, 
Bickington,  Landkey  Newland  and  Swimbridge  are  sewered, 
the  effluent  being  treated  in  Septic  Tanks. 

Georgeham  and  West  Down  sewage  irrigate  over  land.  In 
both  cases  the  result  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Small  extensions  to  drains  and  sewers  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  at  Instow,  Combe  Martin  and  Morthoe. 
Complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  drainage  of 
Berrynarbor,  Croyde  and  Woolacombe. 


In  the  case  of  the  former,  notices  have  been  served  on  the 
owners  of  the  several  properties  to  provide  Septic  Tanks.  This 
is  being  observed.  Tanks  are  at  the  present  moment  in  course 
of  construction. 

At  Croyde  a few  of  the  large  houses  discharge  their  Cess 
Pits  into  the  sea  at  certain  intervals.  In  one  case  this  became 
a nuisance,  and  notice  was  served  on  the  owner  to  carry  his 
outfall  to  low  water.  This  work  is  also  in  course  of  construc- 
tion, and  will  be  completed  before  the  next  Holiday  Season 
commences. 

Parracombe  has  no  sewage  system  and  a continuing 
nuisance  occurs  when  the  stream  is  running  low. 

Morthoe  (Woolacombe)  sewer  is  overworked  owing  to  the 
large  amount  of  surface  water  that  discharges  into  it. 

It  has  rather  a precarious  outfall,  which  at  times  becomes 

blocked  owing  to  the  shifting  of  the  shingle  and  sand  at  certain 
periods  of  the  year. 

Braunton  Sewer.  Occasional  trouble  arises  (at  times  of 
heavy  rains)  in  certain  sections,  due  to  existing  pipes  being  too 
small  to  carry  the  volume  of  water  discharged  into  it.  Poitions 
also  have  to  be  systematically  dragged  owing  to  deficient  fall. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Where  piped  water  and  sewer  are  available,  a number  of 
Closets  have  been  converted  into  the  water  carriage  system, 
and  strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to  get  owners  to  convert 
Privies  and  Earth  Closets  into  W.C.s.  In  purely  rural  parts  of 
the  district,  Pail  Closets  are  advocated  in  the  place  of  the  old 
Privy  Middens. 

Scavenging. 

Braunton,  Combe  Martin,  Countisbury,  Mortehoe,  Instow 
and  Swimbridge  carry  out  a system  of  Scavenging  under  Parish 
arrangements.  In  other  districts,  household  waste  and  excreta 
are  burnt  or  buried.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Inspections  are  made  to  all  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and 
Milk  Shops,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act  of 
1922. 


During  the  year  one  retailer  and  producer  has  been 
removed  from  the  Register,  and  three  have  been  refused 
registration  until  certain  improvements  have  been  made  to  their 
premises.  Great  difficulty  is  met  with  in  administrating  this 
Act,  especially  where  alterations  and  improvements  are  required. 

MEAT  REGULATION. 

The  carrying  out  of  these  regulations  entail  an  extraordin- 
ary amount  of  work. 

Systematic  inspections  of  Slaughterhouses,  Meat  Stores  and 
Shops  have  been  made. 

A large  number  of  pigs  are  killed  by  Farmers  and 
Cottagers  spread  over  a very  wide  area,  therefore  it  has  only 
been  possible  to  inspect  a small  percentage  of  these  carcases. 

The  average  number  of  notices  to  slaughter  pigs  received 
weekly  is  52. 

Unsound  meat  (seized)  or  surrendered  during  1925, 
amounted  to  5,706  lbs.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  116  premises  licensed  under  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  Act,  1922.  They  have  been  regularly  and  care- 
fully inspected  by  your  officers.  In  28  cases  defects  have 
been  noted  and  remedied. 

The  Act  is  a very  difficult  one  to  administer  in  a purely 
rural  district  of  such  an  extensive  and  scattered  character. 


(b)  Meat. 

There  is,  unfortunately,  no  Public  Slaughterhouse  in  the 
area.  There  is  need  of  one  in  particular  in  Braunton. 
Total  number  of  licensed  Slaughterhouses  19.  Mr.  Crowther 
has  paid  over  400  visits.  Six  carcases  of  beef  have  been 
found  unfit  for  food  and  six  of  sheep.  The  number  of 
organs,  etc.,  found  unfit  65.

Food  Poisoning. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  August,  in  a 
large  boarding  house,  in  the  parish  of  Countisbury.  About 
85  persons  in  all  were  affected,  26  requiring  medical  treat- 
ment and  in  the  majority  of  instances  having  to  be 
confined  to  bed.  There  was  one  death.  The  origin  was 
traced  to  the  consumption  of  infected  meat.  Both  staff 
and  visitors  were  affected.  Bacillus  aertrycke  was  dis- 
covered in  the  specimen  of  meat  and  also  in  the  stools  of 
two  of  the  sick,  which  were  sent  to  Dr.  Scott,  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  for  examination. 

A secondary  outbreak,  involving  four  people  in  the  house, 
occurred  at  the  end  of  three  weeks,  and  was  proved  to  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  staff  of  the  boarding  house, 
who  was  superintending  the  distribution  of  food  and  who 
had  apparently  recovered  from  her  illness  and  recently 
returned  to  her  duties,  was  found,  on  examination,  to  be  an 
active  carrier  of  Bacillus  aertrycke. 

The  origin  source  of  infection  was  not  discovered. 

Certain  structural  alterations  in  the  sanitation  of  the 
premises  were  suggested  and  carried  out  by  the  proprietors. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

It  is  a matter  for  congratulation  that  during  the  period 
since  1920  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  undoubtedly 
been  of  small  moment  considering  the  population  of  the  district. 
The  following  details  may  be  noted  : — 

(1)  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  97 — of  these  37 
occurred  in  1921 — the  remaining  cases  being  fairly  evenly 
distributed  over  the  remaining  4 years.  The  disease  was 
generally  of  a mild  character.  There  were  no  deaths 
recorded. 

(2)  Diphtheria. 

Total  number  of  cases  notified  was  25 — of  these  14  occurred 
in  1923.  There  was  one  death.  Anti-toxin  has  been 
available  and  used  for  all  cases. 

(3)  Erysipelas. 

Total  number  of  cases  notified  33.  One  death  in  1925. 

(4)  Pneumonia. 

Total  number  of  cases  notified  80 — of  these  20  occurred  in 
1922 — 17  in  1923 — 26  in  1924 — and  10  in  1925.  Total 
deaths  57.  About  50  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
1922. 

(5)  Puerperal  Fever. 

There  has  been  no  case  notified  since  1921,  when  there 
was  one  case  of  a very  mild  character. 

(6)  Enteric  Fever. 

Five  cases  have  been  notified,  four  occurring  in  1921  in  the 
parish  of  Tawstock  and  said  to  be  the  result  of  eating 
infected  food.  They  were  confined  to  one  house,  in  which 
they  were  all  nursed.  Two  visitors  in  the  house  at  the 
time  of  the  onset  of  the  illness,  subsequently,  upon  their 
return  home  to  London  developed  the  disease,  one  of  them 
dying.  A relative  living  in  Bishopstawton  parish  con- 
tracted the  disease  from  the  same  source  and  died.  In  the 
absence  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  the  District  Council 
provided  two  trained  nurses,  one  of  whom  unfortunately 
fell  a victim  to  the  disease,  but  made  a good  recovery. 


No  further  case  was  reported  in  the  district  until  the 
autumn  of  1925,  when  an  ex-soldier,  living  in  Berrynarbor 
and  employed  in  the  Post  Office  at  Ilfracombe,  contracted 
the  disease.  He  made  a good  recovery.  He  had  been 
inoculated  with  T.A.B.  vaccine  when  serving  in  the  Army. 

(7)  Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Two  cases  have  been  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 
The  disease  occurred  in  1921  in  a boy  aged  about  15  years. 
The  attack  was  a mild  one  and  left  apparently  no  ill  result 
and  again  in  1924  in  an  adult  in  Combemartin. 

(8)  Cerebro- Spinal. 

Only  one  case  has  been  notified.  The  patient  was  a young 
adult  living  in  Challacombe  parish.  He  made  a good 
recovery. 

Adequate  facilities  have  been  provided  by  the  Devon 
County  Council  for  the  examination  of  pathological  and 
bacteriological  specimens  and  advantage  has  been  fully  taken  of 
this  for  the  diagnosis  of  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  other  diseases. 
Up  to  the  present  there  has  been  no  use  made  of  the  Shick 
and  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

In  regard  to  Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  there 
appears  to  have  been  nothing  of  an  outstanding  character  to 
report.  The  deaths  from  Influenza  during  the  five  years 
numbered  20,  nine  of  these  occurring  in  1924.  The  disease  has 
undoubtedly  shewn  evidence  of  becoming  much  less  virulent. 
A large  number  of  cases  have  been  noticed  generally  during 
the  early  spring,  but  they  are  much  less  severe  and  the  mortality 
rate  much  diminished  and  also  the  presence  of  complications. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  responsible  for  seven  deaths 
and  Measles  three  during  this  period. 

The  notifications  received  from  the  head  teachers  of  the 
existence  of  any  infectious  sickness  amongst  the  scholars  have 
been  of  great  help  in  estimating  and  controlling  the  extent  of 
sickness  amongst  the  children  of  the  district.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 
REGULATIONS,  1925. 

Under  this  Act  very  important  regulations  have  been  made 
for  the  protection  of  the  general  public  from  infection  by 
Tuberculosis  and  also  for  the  compulsory  institutional  treatment, 
under  certain  conditions,  of  infectious  persons  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  following  comprise  the  main  details  : — 

No  person  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis of  the  respiratory  tract  shall  enter  upon  any  employment 
or  occupation  in  connection  with  a Dairy  which  would  involve 

the  milking  of  cows,  the  treatment  of  milk,  or  the  handling  of 
vessels  used  for  containing  milk. 

If  a Local  Authority,  on  the  report  in  writing  of  their 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  are  satisfied  that  any  person  residing 
in  their  district,  who  is  engaged  in  any  such  employment,  is 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  tract  and  is  in  an 
infectious  state,  they  may,  by  written  notice,  require  such 
person  to  discontinue  such  occupation  subject  to  certain 
conditions. 

As  yet  the  necessity  for  acting  upon  this  order  has  not 
arisen,  but  its  advantages  are  obvious  and  should  prove  of  the 
greatest  help  in  the  further  control  of  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis. 

Where  any  person  is  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  is  in  an  infectious  state  and  his  lodging  and 
accommodation  are  inadequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection  and  a suitable  hospital  or  institution  exists  for  the 


reception  and  accommodation  of  the  patient,  it  may  be  possible, 
subject  to  certain  conditions  being  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction,  to  remove  him  to  hospital  for 
detention  and  maintenance  for  such  period,  not  exceeding  three 
months,  as  the  Court  think  fit.  The  cost  being  born  by  the 
County  Council  or  Local  Authority. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEMES. 

The  following  Institutions  are  available  for  treatment  : — 

(1)  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  in  Castle  Street, 

Barnstaple,  and  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Swan,  Tuber- 
culosis Officer. 

(2)  Hawley  Sanatorium,  in  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple,  having 
22  beds  available  for  men  patients.  A female  block  is 
being  rapidly  completed  for  10  female  beds. 

Dr.  Swan  is  Medical  Superintendent  and  Dr.  Dixey  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

(3)  Available  for  North  Devon  is  a children’s  block  at  Hawk- 
moor  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  some  beds  for 
children  at  the  Didworthy  Sanatorium. 

(4)  Hawkmoor  Sanatorium  for  adults  of  the  County. 

(5)  A certain  number  of  beds  are  available  at  the  North  Devon 

Infirmary  for  the  treatment  of  acute  surgical  Tuberculosis. 
These  are  subsidised  for  the  district  by  the  County  Council. 

(6)  The  North  Devon  Home  at  Lynton  provides  for  the  recep- 

tion of  chronic  surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children.
